The flanks and udder of the cow at 
least should be well brushed just be- 
fore milking. Better yet is to wash 
the cow’s udder with a clean sponge 
and then wipe dry with a c’ean cloth. 
Daily brushing of the cows during the 
winter moriths is a help toward clean- 
liness. 

Cows not in healthy condition should 
be removed from the herd and their 
mitk kept separate until the animals 
are restored to normal health. Milk 
from diseased cows under no circum- 
stances should be used for food. Ser- 
jous udder trouble, causing garget or 
bloody milk, shou'd be cured before the 
mik is used. 

The herd should be tested for tuber- 
culosis every. year. Whenever condi- 
tions seem to require it, a qualified 
veterinarian shou-d be called. 

Cows should be supplied dai:y with! 
puré water and should not have access 
to stagnant pools. Watering troughs; 
should be cleaned regu‘ar:y and kept 
in good repair. 


Hulless Oats for Laying 
Stock. © 


Hulless oats proved useful for put- 
ting weight on puilets when made @ 
part of the ration. They failed, how- 
ever, to increase the yield of eggs. 
Twenty birds getting hulless oats 
gained tweive pounds against eight 
pounds and three-quarters gained by 
an equa! number getting oats of the 
ordinary kind. The egg yie'd was not 
improved, as onty 938 eggs were laid: 
by the twenty receiving. hulless oats! 
while 1,182 were laid by hens getting! 
oats of the usual kind. The scratch; 
feed given to one pen was made up of| 
wheat, barley and huiless oats. With 
the other pen the hultess oats-were re- 
paced by common oats, The dry mash 
fed the first pen sonsisted of huliess 
oat meal with ten per cent. tankage 


added. The dry mash fed the other; 


Jot was made up_of equal parts of 
common oat chop, bran and shorts, ' 
with ten per cent. tankage added. The 
profit on the eggs from the hens re-' 
ceiving common oats was $29.31 over | 
the cost of feed, while in the case of 
those fed the hulless oats the profit 
was about $10 less.

If found 
in time, frozen parts can be thawed 
out slowly with snow and light rub- 
bing to re-establish the circulation. 
They should then be greased once or 
twice daily with an ointment such as 
equal parts df vaseline, glycerine and 
turpentine.

‘Packing Bees for Winter. 
When packing bees to winter out- 

side, a few. precautions shoud be 

taken’ as follows, says Prof. Eric 

Millen of the 0.A.C.: If possible, bees 

should be wintered behind or inside 

a natural windbreak, as this tends 

to very much more’ successful winter- 

ing than where bees are wintered 
without windbreaks. The packing ma- 
terials used should be some material 
that will pack fairly close and shed 
water to some degree. Leaves. and 
shavings are the two most economical, 
and most readily obtained packing 
materials that the beekeeper can use. 
Care should be taken to see that mice 
cannot enter from the top, and this is 
usually avoided by placing a queen- 
exciuder between it and the tops of the 
frames. A bridge or tunnel must be 
provided from the hive entrance to the 
outside of the packing case, so that 
the bees can fly when conditions ‘are 
puitable. . The outside entrance shouid 
not be deeper than % of an inch, but 
can be 4 inches:or more long. This 
»will prevent mice getting into the en- 
trance. The colonies should have four 
inches. of. packing all around and 
underneath, with eight or ten inches 
of packing on'top. Bees can be pack- 
ed in cases singly, in twos or fours, 
but should not be packed” in long

Ontario Dental Health Day. 


What wonderful advancement has 
been made during the past few de- 
eades in the prevention and care of 
disease, and this improvement is’ due 
to.a large measure to the. scientific 
investigation and research conducted 
in our laboratories. The knowledge 
thus gained would be of little use, 
however, unless sent’ to those who 
need it or those who can apply. it in 
the education or treatment of others. 

The “most valuable contributions 
made by research workers in so far 
as the’health and happiness of the peo- 
ple are concerned have been in the 
fleld of preventive medicitie. Many of 
the diseases which years ago afflicted 
the people are now seldom heard of 
and still ‘greater results are confident- 
ly expected. 

The prevention of disease is largely 
®@ matter of education. It cannot. be 
accomplished “through the efforts of 
the physician alone; He will lead the 
way but the general public must be 
taught to take such an interest in their 
own health that they will be willing to 
accept the advice given. 
~» Dental infection {is one of the most 
freqient causes of disease and the On- 
tario Department of Health ha’ or- 
ganized a special effort for the pur- 
pose of informing the people in regard 
to the prevention of dental diseases. 
This campaign will take the form of a 
Dental Health Day, to be held'on Wed- 
hesday, Ociober 20th. 

The activities will include a motion 
picture film which has been prepared 
by the Ontario Motion Picture Bureau, ; 
radio talks from the various stations, 
instruction to school children, the dis- 
tribution of special booklets by the 
Insurance Companies, hewspaper pub- 
Melty which the press is giving with- 
out charge, and window display. 

The dentists of the Province, at the 
request of the Department of Health, 
will give private instruction on mouth 
care to all who desire it, and the gen- 
eral publicity will stress the import- 
ance of a proper diet, thorough mastl- 
cation of the food, and careful cleans- 
ing of the mouth, 

. The educational, health, service and 
{social welfare organizations of the 
Province are co-operating, and this, 
the first Province-wide effort. of this 


kind in Canada, promises to be a great |

One effect of this discovery is that 
tardy justice has been done to the 
much maligned moon;, In ‘this way:

regular rate, and then for.a centiry or 
80 it will steadily drop back as though 
some outside influence were at work in 
making it slow up. A total eclipse 
that .ocourred. during the Boer War, 
for instance, began seven seconds ear. , 
iter than the: predicted time, with @ 
conssequent error of a mile or more 
in the path of the moon's shadow up-- 
on the earth. Then, a few years later,. 
tho discrepancy had ihereased to: 
twenty seconds. 

Many of the finest mathematical 
brains got to work on the problem, 
and now it is found that {it is not the 
moon which is to blame, but the earth 
itself—the “breathing earth,” which, 
when it expands ite “cheat,” alters the 
Tate of the clocks compared with their 
rate when its “chest” is contracted.
